a revolver, his nose and ja w bone

broken. 
Internal 
injuries 
w ere sustained and he 
m a y 
not 
recover. 


T h e miners streamed 700 or 800 
strong 
from 
their 
headquarters, 
w h ere they w ere in m eeting, into 


the street, and hurried to w a rd the 


colliery, the state officials fo llo w ­ 
in g. 
T h e y overtook the m ob half 
w a y out and secured from D a v id 
J . O verh o lt a note requesting S h e r­ 


iff C ob u rn to a llo w three negroes 
to confer w ith the union men. 
T h e operators beh aved bravely 


and

union officials arrived. 
C o b u rn m et the com m ittee of c iti­ 


zens and miners w h o bore the note

IS WITH A MISSIONARY. 


Excitiim’ IiK'ideiitri ill tlie Land of the 
Heathen—Traveling- cn the 
liivei* Tse. 


Hattie K elly 
\\ right, 
who 
is 
with R ev. W riglit, a missionary in 
China, writes from the “ Steamer 
Sui W o, on the A'ang Tse River, 
China, July 25,” to the Windsor 
Review , from which the following 
is taken : 
W e are traveling and it may be 
interesting to you to know where 
we are going. 
W e are to leave the 
steamer at Kinkiang, a port 450 
miles up the river. 
W e will arrive 
tonight at 8 o ’clock, it having ta­ 
ken us two days to come. 
Near 
K inkiang is a mountain known as 
Kuling (Cooling'.) 
Three }'ears 
ago our mission succeeded in buy­ 
ing 
land 
4,000 
feet 
up 
the 
mountain 
and 
began 
building 
homes. 
Other 
missions 
soon 
follo^ved 
our 
example 
and now 
there are accommodations for Soo 
people there. 
W e did not invest, 
as we are so far from K uling it is 
almost as cheap to go to Japan, 
which is a complete change. 
Y o u 
know we went there last year and 
this year intended staying at home, 
but the heat became so oppressive 
and Mr. W rig h t’s health demanded 
a change, so| we concluded to try 
the Kuling. 
N o one who has never lived in 
this Yangtse valley can begin to 
realize the oppressiveness of the 
climate. 
A ll missionaries have to 
get away through July and A u ­ 
gust. 
In May, my house boy got up 
one morning and going out of the 
gate found a placard on the gate 
saying on 
such and such a day 
there vould be a riot against all 
foreigners and they would be killed, 
their property destroyed and all 
native Christians would be killed 
and if the officials lifted a finger to 
protect us their homes would also 
be destroyed. 
A riot seldom oc­ 
curs on the dav set, but when Fri- 
day came we were really uneasy. 
W e had notified the officials and 
they had sent bands of soldiers to 
^ each 
mission 
property 
to 
stay 
' several days. 
They did not come, 
of course, (the rioters I mean), but 
I think they would had not Frovi* 
dence intervened. 
Ope morning we found a letter 
in our yard, which was not signed 
but written by a friend, it said, tell­ 
ing us who the ring leader was and 
where he might be found and how 
captured. 
The letter ended by im­ 
ploring us not to tell on him, as he 
wished to help and protect us. W e 
thought perhaps the friend was our 
neighbor, whose 
family 
were al­ 
ways very friendly. 
W e sent the 
letter to the offiicials and they did 
as the letter directed and captured 
the man, 
wlio 
proved 
to be our 
neighbor ; so who the friend is we 
do not know. 
The soldiers guard­ 
ed the homes for about a month. 
The man has not been released yet 
and he is known as a leader in riots 
and disturbances. 
The putting on of steam launches 
on all inland waters to make navi- 
X gation easier has caused great ex­ 
citement among tlie people. \\ hen 
the first steam launch came to Y a n g 
C how the boatmen all formed a 
band and stoned her till she was 
glad to let loose the boats she was 
towing and make away as fast as 
she could. 
The boatmen then tore 
down all the landings wliich had 
been built. 
They have been re­ 
built, of course,and things are more 
quiet.

ing people have become furious and 
burned the official homes, robbed 
and looted granaries, and where 
they have not dared to rob, have 
entered shops and carried out rice 
and threw it in the streets. 
These 
Chinese usually are as harmless as 
doves, but once in a long time they 
make up their minds that the for­ 
eigner must go and they proceed 
to put 
him out. 
The 
strangest 
thing is, if anything goes wrong 
the foreigner is blamed. 
For instance, when rice could not 
be bought, the report stated that 
the foreigner was buying up all the 
rice to make into a noiseless but 
dangerous 
gunpowder. 
H ow 
stupid! 
A n d yet that is only one 
of a hundred of their stupid and 
superstitious ideas. 
It is only in 
those countries where the gospel is 
little known that we find sucl: k^peo- 
ple. 
These riots and troubles only 
fortify the mission work stronger. 
W e hope to go back to our work 
refreshed and ready to do “ what­ 
soever our hands find to do.”

Packers were engaged in .sorting ou t 
mu les for tlieii u se and fitting the 
pack fu rnitu re. 
Alost of the mu les 
v ere fitted with the Alex ican aparejo, 
which is preferred tO'the saddle with 
“ tree and sawhiiek.” 
if consists, first, of two or more 
tliwickfelt blantkeis folded large enou gh 
lu nearly cov er tiie mu le from shoal- 
der to ru mp. 
Ov er this is placed a 
iiu go ])air of lea liter bags u iiiied by a 
broad band of the same inarerial, the 
cav ities siiiiied with soft hay . 
This is girthed to the mu le by a 
cincli nearly a foot in- width, wliich 
is drawn as tightly as jtossible by a 
strong man, piiliiu g wiili both hands 
and with a foot against the animabs 
ribs to giv e him a greater pu rchase. 
On each side of the spine tlie articles 
to be carried are placed and lashed by 
a rope abou t 5 0 feet in iGiigUi, whicli 
has at one end a broad webbing belt 
to ])ass u nder the belly , as was done 
witii the others. 
Another “squ eez- 
itig” is giv en and the rope is crossed 
in difi’erent directions ov er the load, 
tiglitened at ev ery crossing, and final­ 
ly fastened in a knot loosed by one 
pu lled. 
“ Packing” is a science, and as su ch 
commands good wages. I hav e known 
a “ chief packer” to be paid a salary of 
$ l5 0 per month on the frontier, and 
iiis ser\ices were worth the money 
paid. 
The du ty is tau ght to cav alry ­ 
men as part of their drill, and many of 
the soldiers become v ery ex pert at it. 
At a pack drill of the N inth cav alry a 
few da}s before it left Aiontana one 
company ])acked its mu le in one m in­ 
u te and fifty -fou r seconds, and others 
were bu t little slower.
